this matter. Dut in steps Nye Colaon
and Manley Rogers (Mr. Rogers, for rea
gons best known to himself, had subse-
quently changed his mind), with a re-
monstranca, and the result was that no
action was taken by the commissioners,
and instead of having 870,000 to pay wo
now have 8100,000. This adds another
laurel to the great many won by the old
ring, which has for ao many years been a
disgrace to Dodge county.

The really bad feature abont this mat-
ter is the fact that this immense amount
of money will come out of the pockets of
the people who are the least able to bear
it. The small property ownera, those
who have invested in o house and lot,
the entire savings of many years of hard
labor, will have to stand the brunt of this
burden, while those owning large per-
sonal property interesta will slip through
very easy. i )

who never haa less than from 210,000 to
£15,000 in real estate and chattel mort-
gages, bearing interest ot from 10 per
cent to 50 per cent, when approached
by the assessor said: **Well, 1 will put
down £1,000" if a certain other Shylock,

Thus it goes, the merchant and the
broker alike shicking their taxes, crowd-
ing the burden of expenses upon the
shoulders of the poor. And yet
they wonder at poverty and crime, and
are willing to swear that the poor mman
has an equal chance with the rich and
that whisky and tobacco are the prime
eauses of so much poverty. What hypo-
crites and liars. They will exact pro-
tection from the government to the
amount of one hundred thousand dollars
and pay taxes on six or seven thousand,
The railroads also shick their taxes,
Dodge county receives about one-fifth in
taxes from the three roads which run
through the county, of what she really
ought to gat.

Butler county had a large corn arop,
but like in most sectiona this year it is of
an immature and soft quality; a great
deal of it has been untit for eribbing or
shipping so far, on account of its damp
condition. More than double the num.
bor of eattle and hogs are being fed here
this season than any provious year, con-
suming moat of the unmarketable cornj
and at the stift' pricos for beef and pork,
the feeders will make a handsome profit.
Such of our farmers as have raised any
comsiderable quantities of small grain are
holding for higher prices,

In consequence of this condition of
affairs, snd the delay of transportation of
our farm products to eastorn markets,
business of all kinds has been somowhat
stagnant, and money matters very close,
There acems to be not much hope [of a
loosening up of money matters and any
permanent rovival of business till the
more general movement of cattlo, hogs,
corn and other products to market com-
mences in March and May.

Our board of supervisors, under the
township syatem, are getting down to
work now, and at their meeting week
lnst considerable business was
transncted.  An addition to the poor
house was ordered built, and various
other projocts discussed. The settle-
ment with the old county treasurer, Frank
Davis, disclosed a balance of over
27,000 of the cuuutf funda on hand.
One of the honorable board informs the
writer that the treasurer had donea
most profitable brokerage business dur:
ing his three terns of office. on the coun-
ty money, loaning out the same on nots
to farmers and merchants, at one to four
per cent per month, and speculating  ex.
tonsively in real estato; in fact when the
“‘balances were handed over to John
Harper, the new treasurer, some $20,000
consisted in notes thus obtained. As
this state of affairs is gradually leak.
ing out, the (uestion is often propound-
ed, “Wonder if the new county treasur-
er will continuo in the brokerage busi-
nesal” Mr. Harper's frienda claim for
him that he will run the office as it shou!d
be, as he is a prominent member of the
Congregational church, while Davis has
always been the “‘right bower” of the U.
P, railroad company in this county, and
has never suffered for the lack of pnasses
over the road for himself and friends,and
even now he is said to have “‘inside
rates” on shipping stock over the U, P.
lines.

Since the threatened war between the
U. P, and the C., B, & Q., our dealers
are again 2nabled to ship Canon City and
other coal over the Il. & M. lines, which
matter was mentioned in our last letter
as a game of ‘‘freeze-out” being played
by the two companies on our people, so
that the U, P, could wax fat on its mar-
gins on Rock Springs coal. In fact, it1s
stated that the B, & M. oflicials are
wrathy over the non-compliance of the
U, P. on the terms of this little prohibi-

depending on the B, & M, lines for get-
ting their fuel are kicking terribly be-
cause the B, & M, knocked them out of
several hundred dollars profits during
these best months for their trade.
